that "most” of these allegations 
had been. made by Laviv. 

“This isn’t a police investigation/* 
the spokesman said. “It’s a preli- 
minary examination just to see what 
there is. If Laviv raises 30 or 40' 
or 50 subjects, we have to see 
what's being talked about A police 
investigation implies that you have 
good reason to believe that some- 
thing criminal is involved.’’ 

Knesset sources said earlier yes- 
terday that the steps taken in the 
matter by Tamir and Olmert could 
only have come as a result of some 
police initiative. It is surmised that 
the ponce had come to a stage ta 
their initial check of the “allega- 
tions” at which a deeper “'investiga- 
tion” was warranted, rjmnrhing 
such a fun-fledged investigation 
against a cabinet minister on sus- 
picion of criminal acts was obvious- 
ly an act for which the police felt 
they needed the highest political 
clearance. Public pressure was need- 
ed, It fe believed, to elicit such a 
political decision.

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Nixon helped Nazi war criminal 
get U.S. residence, author says

NEW YORK. — A pro-Nazi Ru- 
manian industrialist who financed 
a fascist group that carried out 
the public slaughter of thousands 
of Jews during World War H -was 
able to Obtain sanctuary In the US. 
with the direct aid of Richard 
Nixon, according to a forthcoming 
booh on Nasi war criminals living 
in the U.S. 

The hook, “Wanted: The Search 
for Nazis In America,’' by Howard 
Blum, presents documentary evi- 
dence showing how the industrialist, 
Nlcolae Malaxa, and Nixon set up 
a complex business scheme during 
the 1960a, when Nixon was a sena- 
tor, to block efforts by the U.S. im- 
migration and Naturalization Ser- 


vice to deport Malaxa. 

Neither Nixon nor other princi- 
pals in the case could be reached 
for comment. 

Maia-gfl, who died in 1968, was 
considered -richest man in Ru- 
mania during the 1930s. He con- 
trolled a network of lucrative ar- 
maments plants, and in 1940 he 
signed an agreement with Hermann 
Goering, integrating bis factories 
with, the Nazi war industry. 

According to author Blum, newly 
discovered German Foreign Ministry 
documents from World War U show 
that Malaxa financed the Rumanian 
iron Guard, a virulently anti-Semi- 
tic fascist group. In 1941, the Iron 
Guard carried out a series of pog- 
roms in Bucharest. -In a violent out- 
break that repelled even Nazis in 


Anti-Semitic publisher 
dies in riding accident

PARIS. — EmlHen Amaury, who 
pursued an editorial policy .which 
was consistently hostile to Israel 
and frequently ■anti-Semitic in his 
dally newspaper ‘Tie Farlaien Ubere,” 
was killed by a fall from a horse 
at Chantilly, near Paris on Sunday. 

Police sources said yesterday that 
foul play in the death “Is not en- 
tirely excluded,” and' are running 
. teats on the horse for signs of 
drugs, since witnesses said the 
HTj frnaJ bad -been, particularly skit- 
tish. The horse reportedly threw 
Amaury twice. The second time, 
Amaury, an experienced rider, was, 
flung against a tree, suffering a 
crushed akull. 

Amaury, who was 68, died four 
weeks after police drove printing 
workers out of the “Parisien” print 
shop in Paris which they had oc- 
cupied for 20 months. The workers 


had held out at the plant after 
Amaury decided to use non-union 
labour to publish Ms newspaper 
outside Paris. 

Amaury played on the prejudices 
of the working class readership of 
his mass-circulation tabloid by 
giving prominence to stories which 
cast foreign workers — principally 
North African’s from Frances' for- 
mer colonies — in an unfavourable 
light. 

References to Israel were always 
deprecatory and Amaury*s editors 
had Instructions to highlight the 
ethnic origin of Jews who figured 
In crime reports. 

Jacques Sauvagreot, manager of 
‘Tie Monde," wrote in a front-page 
obituary yesterday: “Every issue 

of Tie Parisien Ubere’ uses an in- 
sidiously racist tone to denounce the 
Immigrants as responsible for evil- 
doing- and, with anti -S end tism easily 
detectable, those who are bad French- 
men.” 


Re-ward for men who traced Menten 


THE HAGUE. — Two journalists 
will share 30,000 guilders (more 
than HA05.OOO) in “tip-off” money 
for providing information, about sus- 
pected Nazi war criminal Pieter 
Menten, the Dutch Justice Ministry 
announced yesterday. 

A ministry spokesman said Jus- 
tice Minister Dries van Agt has de- 
cided to award 15,000 guilders to 
Swiss journalist Martin Walser, of 
Uster near Zurich, who traced Man- 
ten's whereabouts In Switzerland af- 
ter the 78-year-old art collector and 


his wife fled Dutch police. 

Walser informed Dutch journalist 
Hans Knoop, of “Accent" magazine, 
who will receive 15.000 guilders for 
turning the information over to 
Dutch police. The spokesman said 
Knoop has asked that the money be 
donated to charity. 

Menten, who was expelled from 
Switzerland back to Holland, is cur- 
rently in custody pending investiga- 
tion of his alleged participation in 
the murders of Polish Jews during 
World War IL (IJFD 
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The winter season

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Germany, the Iron Guard slaught- 
ered Jews in the streets and hacked 
their bodies. Jewish children were 
killed and hung on meat hooks at 
a packing house. 

After the war, Malaxa was jailed 
in Rumania for a short period. He 
applied for entry to the U.S. in 
1948 as a displaced person. In a 
successful effort to retrieve millions 
of dollars that had. been seized by 
the U.S. during the war as enemy 
property, Malaxa hired several pro- 
minent attorneys, including the law 
firm of former Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 

Next, Blum says, Malaxa moved 
against a ruling by the Immigration 
Service that he was unfit to hold 
American citizenship because of his 
involvement in the Iron Guard at- 
rocities against Jews. In 1951, then- 
Senator Richard Nixon Introduced a 
private bill granting Malaxa per- 
manent resid en ce In the UJ3. 

The bill .was blocked, but, Blum 
says, Nixon and Malaxa then work- 
ed out a complicated deal that final- 
ly got Malaxa his citizenship. Ma- 
laxa organized a new company 
galled Western. Tube Carp., with the 
same corporate address as Nixon’s 
law firm in Whittier, California. 
Nlvon's law partner subsequently 
was named secretary °f the cor- 
poration. Then, Western Tube ap- 
plied to the Federal Government for 
priority for its equipment and per- 
sonnel, since the seamless oil-well 
tubing it was to manufacture was 
considered critical to defence needs 
during the Korean War. 

Blum says Nixon personally push- 
ed the application through govern- 
ment chann els until It was granted 
in 1953, and Malaxa was admitted 
to the U.S. as a permanent resident 
But Blum says, Western Tube never 
materialized. He charges the cor- 
poration was & subterfuge to get 
Malaxa Into the US. 

Said one Justice Department of- 
ficial familiar with the case: 'To 

me, the Malaxa case made what 
Nixon did later in Watergate look 
like a school picnic. He knew ex- 
actly what Malaxa was, and the 
evidence is quite strong that he got 
a lot of dough for his two years' 
work. Funny, there were a few 
.people who knew about the Western 
Tube case, but it never got much 
attention up to now.’’ 

The Western Tube case attracted 
a brief flurry of attention in 1953, 
when several Congressmen, including 
the late Emmanuel Celler (Demo- 
crat, New York), then chairman of 
the House of Representatives Judi- 
ciary Committee, complained in Con- 
gress that the company application 
was a “shell game” cooked up by 
•Nixon to obtain resident status for 
an accused Nazi war criminal. 

Celler, who was instrumental in 
blocking Nixon’s earlier private bill 
on Malaxa, called the case “sus- 
picious" and noted that, - ironically, 
many victims of Nazi war crimes 
were usable to enter the tLS. 

In 1958, the Immlgratton Service 
again moved against Malaxa, order- 
ing his deportation as an “undesir- 
able' ’ following several months -of 
eyewitness testimony alleging his 
involvement in war crimes. 

Malaxa, hacked by a battery of pro- 
minent attorneys, including several 
former Immigration Service officials 
then, in private law practice, ap- 
pealed the ruling. The Immigration 
Appeals 'Board overruled the de- 
portation order, and that decision 
was affirmed by then-U-S. Attorney- 
General WUliam Rogers, a personal 
friend of Nixon.

GENEVA — Forty million Swiss 
francs (IL140m.) are in a safe 
in Zurich waiting their legal 
heiress. The money is the legacy 
of a Polish Jew named Samuel 
Welngarten, a survivor of the 
Mathausen concentration camp. 

After the liberation he was 
in a critical state and was hos- 
pitalized in a clinic at Ling in 
1945. There he met a half- Jewish 
blonde nurse named Bracha, who 
also called herself Miriam. Weln- 
farten fell in love with his nurse, 
and the couple intended to settle 
in Switzerland. 

As Wedngarten’s papers were 
delayed, they decided Miriam 
would go to Switzerland first and 
he would join her as soon as his 
papers arrived. When Welngarten 
got to Switzerland, however, 
Bracha had disappeared. 

For 20 years he tried in vain 
to find his love. He died in 1965, 
and his only heir is Miriam- 
Bracha. A lawyer in Zurich is 
waiting for her appearance.

Army’s Provisional Wing has been 
using- sophisticated home-made mor- 
tars. with rocket-propelled shells, 
for months in attacks against army 
bases. The military have captured 
dozens of them. 

Last fall, Protestant terrorists 
began using home-made flame-throw- 
ers which they said were designed 
for street warfare — primarily for 
use in full-scale attacks on Catholic 
ghettoes in -the event of all-out sec- 
tarian civil war. 

The “Express” said the UDA’s 
new weapon is modelled on the Bri- 
tish army’s Sterling, one of the 
best lightweight sub-machinegtms 
in military use. The weapon, de- 
signed to take the Sterling’s 34- 
round magazine of 9 mm. ammuni- 
tion, is made piece by piece in se- 
parate workshops, the paper said.

Rebellion may pre-date Mao’s death 


HONGKONG. — One of China's top 
leaders, Vice-Premier L. Hslen-nien, 
said an “excellent” situation of 
"united struggle" prevails through- 
out the country and those who had 
hoped for violent disturbances fol- 
lowing the death of Mao TSe-tung 
have been disappointed. 

But even as Li spoke, Chinese 
radio broadcasts reported more dis- 
turbances caused by the “Gang of 
“Four” — Mao's widow, Chlang 
Citing, and her three radical as- 
sociates. 

Most of the reports gave no dates 
but their wording clearly indicated 
t ha t most of the incidents had oc- 
curred months — or even years ago. 

The West German DPA news 
agency quoted Chinese sources who 
said no new pockets of resistance 
have developed after the October 
arrest of the “Gang of Four”. This 


indicated that the rebellion broke 
out before the purge. 

But the sources stressed that “the 
government and army still have the 
task of liquidating the widely dis- 
persed rebellion.” 

The stronghold of the rebellion 
was In Szechwan, a rice bowl pro- 
vince in south-west China with a 
population of 68 million. There "many 
hundreds, if not thousands, of per- 
sons have died in civil war-like dis- 
turbances,” the report said. 

The rebels reportedly fought 
with handmade spears and stone 
axes as well as some guns provided 
by militia units controlled by Chlang 
(Thing's radical supporters. 

“Problems" are also continuing in 
Footing, 90 miles south of Peking in 
Hopeh province, where rebels are 
holding positions and destroying 
factories, the German dispatch said. 


The Chinese army has taken over 
railway operations In one of the 
country’s key rail junctions, accord- 
ing to a provincial radio report moni- 
tored In Hongkong, 

Kuo Wei-cheng, a deputy com- 
mander of the army's railway corps 
for more than 20 years, has been 
put in charge of the Chengchow 
railway bureau, the Honan radio 
broadcast sold on Sunday. Two 
other new leaders. Including a high- 
ranking officer of the army en- 
gineering corps, were also appointed 
to the bureau and Peking authori- 
ties sent troops to help "In accor- 
dance with requirements,” the 
broadcast said. 

The new leaders were Introduced 
at a moss rally held In Chengchow 
on December 30, the broadcast said.

well cqt, but nothing to be ashamed 
at. . 

Compare this with Ata, which for 
some reason seems to have ignored 
winter coats almost entirely — they 
only have one corduroy coat — for 
IL642 (including VAT), reduced by 
10 per cent in the sale that began this 
week. One thing Ata does do well 
however. Is in .adding the VAT on to 
the price of the coat on the label of 
the article; at Hamaahbir the sur- 
prise comes when you get to the 
counter to pay and find another eight 
per cent added on. 

While on the subject of labels, I do 
wish our manufacturers would take a 
tip from Marks and Spencer, whose 
winter coats are for sale downstairs 
to Hamaahbir at present. Although 
by -English standards these 100 per 
cent camelhalr wool coats are being 
sold at vastly inflated prices (to 
England, they could never get away 
with asking lid ,3Q0 for each, even 
allowing for 120 per cent tax being 
added on at tola end) ; the labels are 
a model of what ours should be. The 
size is given clearly to both English 
and continental sizes; the label says 
where the article Is made (in this 
case in the UJ£.), of what It is made 
(so important for cleaning) , and full 
washing instructions are given.

TWENTY YEARS AGO, in the mid- 
dle of the Cold War, many political 
science students at Columbia 
University in New York specialized 
to Russian studies. Today, the shift 
of academic fashion and newspaper 
headlines has drawn them to the 
study of the Middle East. 

“Many of our best students are 
concentrating on the Middle East,” 
says Prof. Joseph Rothschild, a 
specialist in Eastern European 
studies and a former chairman of the 
political science department at 
Columbia. Among the reasons are 
the surge to ethnic interests, toe 
prominence of Arab-Israeli 
problems to toe news and tbe high 
level of Hebrew and Arabic courses 
at the university. “It may also be 
that the students are challenged by 
the complexity and seeming In- 
solubility of the Middle East con- 
flict.” 

Prof. Rothschild, who is leading a 
delegation of American Professors 
for Peace to the Middle East, fa here 
on his seventh visit to study the Mid- 
dle East conflict from close up. 

Today's Columbia students don't 
get as excited about world Issues as 
they did to the late 60s and early 70s 
— when hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of first-storey windows 
in the new International Affairs 
Building were shattered by stone- 
throwing demonstrators and the 
alma mater statue was splashed 
with red point. ‘The mood,” he 
notes, “has swung book to the 
apathy of the Eisenhower era. The 
students are worried about the 
economy and jobs.” 

But though tempers' have cooled, 
students and staff are interested in 
Middle East politics. Tbe lectures 
sponsored by APPME (Prof. 
Rothschild is New York regio nal 
chairman and treasurer of APPME ) 
are “well attended." Professors of a 
variety of political mews — totalling 
20,000 on 600 campuses — come to a 
consensus on the position or

and to peace achieved by 
negotiations. Officially. APPME has 
had no contact with PLO represen- 
tatives, although some members 
may have spoken to them on tours of 
Arab countries. 


APPME, points out the professor, 
includes a considerable number of 
non-Jews — even one of Lebanese 
origin. Many members specialize to 
the social sciences, but the fields of 
some range far from the political 
and social sphere. 

Egyptian President Sadat's 
“peace offensive” in recent month* 
has had some effect on public Opi- 
nion, he says, at least as reflected in 
the mass media. But Israel's 
propaganda effort in the U.S. la “not 
nearly as . bad as it has been describ- 
ed. T^e Israeli Consulate people are 
on their toes.”

The ice age cometh

PEOPLE'S MEMORIES are long, 
but they die. With that blank wall 
ahead of them, they tend to have a 
.strictly limited interest in the future. 
— even to the most imaginative peo- 
ple, there is little emotional involve- 
ment in a. future beyond the 
grandchildren’s generation. 

So we remember our past — back 
several thousand years, In a vague 
sort of way — but take no practical 
interest in tbe time beyond the 
lifespan of meb now living. The 
definite announcement last month 
that another ice age is on the way 
therefore caused neither panic in the 
streets nor collapse In the stock 
markets. As long as we are all safely 
dead before it happens, who cares? 

Yet the 21st century really will 
come — it is already closer to us than 
the time of the American ClvD War, 
-Queen Victoria and Bismarck. So 
will the 3lst and the 101st centuries 
arrive, whether anyone is there to 
see -them or not. Just as the un- 
imaginably distant moment of our 
own deaths is inexorably dosing In 
on us, until one day it will suddenly 
be with us, so there will come 
generations of men for whom last 
month's news will be 'the overriding 
tragedy of their lives. 

There is, of course, nothing we can 
do for them. If there is anything they 
Bun do for themselves, we cannot 
even envisage what it might be. 
-Some of men's own activities, like 
nuclear power generation on a huge 
scale, might produce a compen- 
sating rise in global temperatures, 
but that result is uncertain, and the 
side-effects possibly lethal. 

Otherwise, over the next 20,000 
years, as the earth cools, tbe ice 
sheets will advance relentlessly 
across the Northern Hemisphere, 
for the ninth time in a million years. 
They will scrape dean the surface ot 
England and Canada, Germany and 
the northern U.S., and toe rest of the 
high northern latitudes so 


thoroughly that even the most 
meticulous archaeologist would 
afterwards find no evidence that 
these lands were ever inhabited by 
people. Elsewhere, new nations will 
' rise on what is now seabed, as much 
of the oceans' waters become locked 
up in the ice sheets, and the world 
will spin blindly on. 

' History is already like that, to toe 
10,000 years we know about So why 
even mention the coming ice age? 
Not as a call to action, certainly, but 
because it is a good Idea once in a 
while to recall how long a future lies 
ahead of our species, If we don’t 
forfeit it all in our racial 
adolescence. 

There really are no other choices : 
either we become extinct thanks to 
our own efforts or nature's, or else 
we will be here 10,000 years from 
now — and a million years from now, 
for that matter, though we might not 
look very recognizable. 

Nobody reading this has the 
slightest direct interest in or ln- 
'■finence on that far future, even if it is 
our own distant offspring who will 
be' living It. Your thirty-times-great 
grandfather, after all, never gave a 
thought to you and yet here you are. 
But thinking occasionally of the 
awesome span of years ahead helps 
give perspective to the present. 

In even 000 years* time, not to 
mention 5,000, it will bp of practical- 
ly no Interest to anyone whether or 
not there was a united Germany, or 
which superpower finally came out 
on top. (Quickly try to recall what 
were the great International 
quarrels and sacred causes for 
which people gladly laid down their 
lives five centuries ago. See?) 

These issues do matter a great 
deal to people now alive, and they 
cannot be expected to ignore them. 
But the more they can remember 
that their highest allegiance, fa to a 
great if doubtful enterprise called 
the human race, the better chance 
the race has of lasting long enough to 
worry about the coming ice age.

that he gauges opinion mostly 
through newspapers and personal 
contacts. “I don't have a TV set., jo 
my children will grow up literate,” 
he says with a grin. 

Prof. Rothschild, who completed 
his first two degrees at Columbia 
and his Ph.D. at Oxford as a 
classmate of Ylgai Allan, fa pleased 
that one of his colleagues — Prof. 
Zbigniew Brzeztoskl — has been ap- 
pointed chairman of the National 
Security Council by President-elect 
Jimmy Carter. 

“There ’8 a feeling of satisfaction 
that Columbia fa returning to the 
function It had to the Roosevelt years 
— providing talented professors to 
the Government 'brains trust'.” He 
describes Brzezlnskl, who 
specializes In Eastern European and 
Soviet politics In the department, as 
“very bright, maybe something of a 
pessimist. He tends toward toe 
catastrophic in his own views. When 
‘Zblg’ learned that toe world food 
supply was down to 15 days, he 
worried, just as he did when there 
were reports that IRA terrorists 
might be able to steal or assemble a 
nuclear weapon.” 

Brzezlnskl, he adds, believes that 
toe U.S. and Israel have formed a 
"partnership, not an alliance — 
meaning that the links are beyond 
mere written formalities and 
obligations.* 1 

Regarding Brzezmski's status at 
the university, he says that Colum- 
bia's standard policy is to grant two- 
year leaves of absence to professors 
who have been appointed to govern- 
ment offices, and the leave can be 
extended if necessary. 

Prof. Rothschild's Impression of 
Israelis’ current mood is that “they 
appreciated having no casualties on 
the borders; it would come to them 
as a severe wrench if incidents in- 
volving even a small number of 
casualties were to return.” to addi- 
tion to this "‘dovish*' position, 
Israelis seem to tin to be more 
resolute that “if necessary, they will 

hava.to.drawitbe Jfae beyond .whicb. 
Israel can't be pushed by the U.S.” 


Drive-in dental care

WHEN the first mobile dental clinic 
was Inaugurated in Israel, the local 
profession looked at It askance and 
the government proffered no 
assistance. Today It treats children 
in kibbutzim and Arab villages alike. 

The mobile clinic owes its incep- 
tion and maintenance to toe faith 
and determination of Prof. Marvin 
Stark, a professor of operative den- 
tistry and oral biology at the Uni- 
versity of California. He and two 
colleagues established the first 
mobile clinic in California in order to 
bring dental care to toe children of 
migrant farm workers throughout 
that state. 

When his wife Gladys contracted 
encephalitis, Prof. Stark vowed that 
U she recovered he would devote his 
life to the care of children. She made 
a miraculous recovery, after being 
in a coma for two months, and her 
husband kept his vow. Friends 
helped him to raise 0130,000 for a 
mobile dental clinic for Israel and he 
came on a pilot tour in 1969. 

“The logistics of setting up this 
first clinic were a veritable night- 
mare,” Prof. Stark recalls. The 
transportation of a large General 
Motors inter-urban bus housing a 
four-chair dental clinic was no easy 
business. Tie accompanying “carry 
all” holds a 40 kw generator and a 
container for supplies that run from 
dental materials to paper tissues. ■ 

The. clinic arrived to Israel in 1971 
and the staff, began to preach 
preventive care and good oral 
hygiene. Marvin Stark concentrated 
on the kibbutzim because it was in 
their form of collective fife 'that he 
saw an idealism that deserved the 
best that modern American den- 
tistry could offer. 

Prof. Stark and his dental students 
come here on summer visits, during 
which they give treatment .to about 
1000 children; TBae first summer. 


they opera: 


the Arab village of Tire and a Druse 
village. 

During another visit. Prof. Stark 
took his mobile clinic to El Arfah to 
treat the Arab villagers there, to 
response to the suggestion of Mbshe 
Dayan. With additional funds raised 
in California, a dental clinic was 
later set up at toe El Ariah Hospital. 

Tbe dental clinics were mobilized 
during the Yom Klppur War and a 
Tel Aviv dentist, formely from South 
Africa; took them into “Africa" to 
provide dental care for Israeli 
soldiers stationed on the other side of 
the Suez Canal. During a period of 
about two months, some 3000 
soldiers were treated. 

This past summer the mobile den- 
tal clinic programme centred 
around the kibbutzim of Sarid. 
Merhavia, Meglddo and DaJya. The 
34-strong student and faculty group 
put in long days .of dedicated work, 
with 200 children at Merhavia being 
treated in the course of five days, for 
example, to addition to the care ex- 
tended to the children, a three chair 
unit was installed at Sarid for adults. 

As toe summer programme was 
drawing to a pkne. Prof. Mar vin Stark 
was already laying plans for toe 
coming year. He will have his hands 
full because he will have to raise 
0100.000 in order to underwrite 
another summer of. dental care for 
the young children of Israel. 

Marvin Stark's personal w a r m th, 
dedication to hi« lawk and unflagging 
drive have made a lasting imprint on 
those who meet him. His pioneer 
work in the application of mobile 
dental clinics to the care of young 
children in Israel is now being 
copied, under his direction, in 
Greece and Yugoslavia. 

It is no wonder that when he left 
Israel this summer toe children of 
Kibbutz Sarid presented bim with a 
pictorial scrapbook. Their feelings 
were expressed in-the dedication. 
“To Professor Stark, with love from

^^AI^A. — “There are no free 
rides in an economy. If a civil ser- 
vice, or any other organization, Is 
I neffic ient, overstaffed gnd getting 
wage increases without - raising its 
productivity, the day of reckoning 
must come. And when it does. It 
comes with a bang 1 , as it did in 
New York City,” Mitchell Fein, an 
American productivity consultant, 
told The Jerusalem Post recently. 

An industrial engineer, Fein is a 
vice-president of the American In- 
stitute of Industrial Engineers and 
a former associate professor at 
New York University. Since 1937 
he has helped over 300 companies 
to increase their productivity. Here 
at the invitation of the Productiv- 
ity Institute, he has advised seve- 
ral firms on Its behalf in addition 
to lecturing at the Technion. 

Fein stressed that enabling 
workers to share the gains of 
"truly measured productivity Im- 
provements’' was not inflationary, 
although it raised their pay. On the 
contrary, be said, everybody gained. 
“But if productivity is used aa a 
subterfuge for granting hidden 
rises, you're creating inflationary 
policies,” he said. 

In a modem economy, the prin- 
cipal method of raising productiv- 
ity is through, massive investment 
In new technology and capital 
equipment. "Unless you make these 
investments you're doomed. They 
are the equivalent of the modern 
weapons without which an army 
cannot win,” be said. But, along 
with the introduction of new equip- 


ment, management must also raise 
the motivation of workers, so that 
they will advance along with the 
technical progress. This higher 
work morale must be achieved al- 
though the workers' actual share 
In production declines as a result 
of equipment modernization. 

Fein stressed that, although he 
well understood the social reasons 
for not laying off workers here, 
be still felt that “'unless you 
lay off superfluous workers you 
run horrendous risks. The demo- 
ralizing effect of. redundant em- 
ployees is cumulative.” For in- 
stance, if your telephone service 
cant lay off workers when it Is 
cutting back on new phone instal- 
lations (as the Ministry of Com- 
munications is doing now) then, 
when development is stepped up 
again, the staff will have got used 
to doing very little work. They are 
likely to refuse to do “'all the extra 
work” and will demand that even 
more staff be hired. (It is an open 
secret that In our telephone ser- 
vices the norm for Installation 
technicians is now down to a neat 
hour and a half of work a day). 

On his first visit to Israel, now, 
Fein, 60, Still seemed perplexed by 
the Histadrut being both a trade 
union and an employer. He empha- 
sized the need for "strong unions 
that can drive a hard bargain, but 
can also enforce labour discipline.” 
“I dread working with weak unions,” 
he said. “In/ the long run, the 
workers' best job security jbs not 
their ability to force management 
to keep redundant workers,jbut a 
strong economy, which needs ever

more workers,” he stressed. 

"Productivity is a technical, not 
a political matter. All your parties, 
from the left to the right, must 
agree that productivity must not 
be - used as a political issue,” he 
said. 

One of the plants Fein visited on 
behalf of the Productivity insti- 
tute was the Desalination Engineer- 
ing Company, a government-owned 
concern. ‘T found they have a good 
product and good Ideas, they work 
well, and they export their pro- 
ducts. They are equal to similar 
plants in the U.S. with whom I’ve 
worked.” He saw no reason why 
other enterprises here should not 
be equally well run, he said. 

Fein also inspected the 412-bed 
Kaplan Hospital In Rehovot. “I 
found there the same problem of 
little incentive to lower costs per 
day for patients (they are $200 to 
$350 a day in the UJ5.), because 


next year's budget will be based on 
this year's cost per day,” he said. 
"We are cow trying to change over 
to a cost per case, rather than per 
day, calculation, which will change 
the genera] approach and provide 
an incentive for cutting down stays 
to the minimum. I propose sharing 
the resultant savings between the 

staff, the hospital and u* insur- 
ance funds. I also want to reward 
the staff for im pr o v i ng the quality 
of their service, aa perceived by 
the patients.'* . 

■ Fein feels that holding out re- 
wards for better work is the only 
way of getting it. Despite the na- 
tural confrontation that exists 
everywhere between employers and 
employees, it is possible through 
proper management to channel the 
interests of both groups into con- 
gruent or at ieast parallel lanes, 
so that they serve the overall goal 
of a strong national economy.

TEL AVTV. -x More and more oUm 
are being fired from their, jobs and 
■coming to the Histadrut -for help. 

According to Histadrut workers 
who met here to discuss' the prob- 
lem last week, the hardest hit 
oHm are engineers, technicians and 
academics in the humanities. 

When an oleh comes to complain 
about being fired, Histadrut absorp- 
tion workers call the employer and 
try to delay or cancel the dismissal. 
Sometimes it turns out that the dis- 
missal is unjustified. Ibis is the 
case when an employer fires and 
then re-hires an oleh to avoid giv- 
ing him tenure. Histadrut pressure, 
or the threat of publicity often 
make the employer change his mind. 
But with the economic squeeze be- 
coming more serious, there are more 
and more cases in which the em- 
ployer had no choice but . to fire 
the last person hired — - the im- 
migrant — and the Histadrut is 
helpless. 

Histadrut and Absorption Min- 
istry officials have met and decided 
to form field teams which will visit 
plants- to see what can be done to 
prevent lay-offs. They will also try 
to find employment in the same 
town, though not necessarily in the 
same profession, for those whose 
dismissal is economically ■ justified 
and inevitable. 

Exact figures about how many 
olim have been fired are not yet 
available. Some speakers at the 
meeting said the number has doubled 
or tripled in their area over the 
past few months. This la not a gen- 
eral trend, however. In some places, 
such as Naharlya, representatives 
said they had no serious employ- 
ment problem.

NEW YOKEL — Falling Interest 
rates and a letup in Inflation gave 
the U.S. stock market something to 
celebrate in 1976. But investors 
who delayed their arrival past 
January missed most of the party. - 

The Dow Jones average of 30 
Industrial a stocks gained 152.24 
points during the year to close at 
1,004.65. That represented a 17.6 
per cent gain on top of a 383 per 
cent jump in 1975. It was only the 
second time that the Average 
closed a year above 1,000. It fin- 
ished at 1,020.02 • in 1972, shortly 
before hitting its all-time closing 
high of 1,050. .70 on January 11. 
1973. 

Nearly all of the 1976 rise came 
in January, however, when the 
widely recognized measure of mar- 
ket trends jumped from 852.41 at 
New Year's to 975.28. After that, 
the market began an on-again-aff- 
ag&ln battle at the Dow 1,000 level 
that was still unresolved in the 
last week of December. 

The Average reached 1,000 for 
the first time in more than three 
years on March 9, and had iisfirst 
close? above* that- petal cs tfco' 'days 
later/'. But -in a pattern that was 
to become* very familiar to Wall

Streeters as the year passed, the 
market quickly encountered stiff 
resistance and backed away. By the 
last weak of December, the Dow 
was making its 14th attempt of 
the year to get past 1,000 and 
stay there.

1976 volume explosion hit its peak 
on February 20, when 4451m.

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AVRAHAM OFER 

THE TRAGIC death yesterday of Avraham Ofer stunned the 
nation. The suicide note found near his body expressed the 
. anguish which led him to this final desperate act 

Tormented by an inquiry and the rumours and reports which 
fed on it, Avraham Ofer, the public man, felt his world col- 
lapsing. The private man, convinced of his innocence, tragically 
saw death as his only escape. 

But Ofer’s suicide cannot -be considered simply in terms of 
the personal tragedy. The investigation which prompted it will 
have to -be reconsidered, not simply in terms of his death, but 
also in the light of his final protestation of innocence and his 
confidence that the truth will redeem him. 

In this situation the government would appear beholden to 
the public to disclose the circumstances of the inquiry which 
led to Mr. Ofer's death. 


PLO ploys 


REPORTING to the press on Sunday on his weekend talks in 
Paris with a leading PLO functionary. Dr. Mattityahu Peled, 
who is chairman of the Council for Israel-Palestine Peace, 
described the joint communique which ensued as “an historic 
breakthrough.” . 

By his own account, this was no mere hyperbole. For m that 
communique the PLO appeared to accept in principle the peace- 
ful coexistence of a Jewish-Zionist State of Israel and an Arab 
Palestine, across a common frontier r unn i n g roughly along the 
old armistice line. Whatever its worth, this was somewhat 
astonishing. Only a fortnight earlier the PLO’s Executive 
Committee met in Damascus, and the farthest it departed from 
the language of the Palestinian Covenant was in not saying 
that a "national authority" set up in a part of the homeland 
would eventually have to embrace all of Palestine. 

But, added Dr. Peled, sarcastically, he now fully expected 
the Israel Foreign Ministry to come out with a statement 
branding the Paris taTlrn as a smokescreen designed to mislead 
the public. 

This prediction has not, bo far, been borne out What has, 
in fact happened was that an unnamed PLO source in Beirut 
immediately blasted as "entirely unfounded” the report “spread 
by the Zionist enemy" that the PLO was prepared to recognize 
Israel as an. Independent Jewish State. This was at once follow- 
ed by a formal denial, from the PLO’s political chief, Farouk 
Kaddumi, to the effect that no representative of his organiza- 
tion had signed any document regarding Palestine “with Mr. 
Peled.” 

Undaunted, Peled hastened to endorse the denial: there was 
no signed document, he readily conceded, but there was a joint 
communique. 

But that was clearly not the point of Kaddumi’s denial 
What was being denied was the assumption that the anonymous 
functionary — apparently Dr. Issa Sartawi — was authorized 
by the PLO to come to any sort of understanding with the' 
Council for Israel-Palestine Peace. Let alone the sort of under- 
standing spelled out by Dr. Peled. 

True, the PLO is speaking with many voices these days. One 
of these belongs to Dr. Sartawi, who has lately been active on 
both sides of the Atlantic trying to persuade public opinion, 
both gentile and Jewish, that the Middle East conflict would 
come to an end as soon as Israel recognized the Palestinians' 
right to self-determination in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip; 

Another voice belongs to Abu. Al-Kbair, the FLO's official 
representative in Khartoum. In an interview with the Sudanese 
News Agency only yesterday Al-Khair said a Palestine State 
in a part of the country would only serve as a “concrete base” 
from which to continue the armed struggle for Israel’s complete 
liquidation. 

What Peled would have us believe is that, if only Israel 
smiled on Dr. Sartawi, the shrill noises of Al-Khair would 
easily be stilled. This is, of course, the conventional wisdom of 
the UN corridors. But it is the product of the marriage of 
wishful thinking and a -short memory. On the matter of Pa- 
lestinian self-determination, especially via the PLO, the proper 
address is not Jerusalem but Amman, and Cairo, and Da- 
mascus. 

Interestingly, the Governments in these Arab capitals do not 
seem to share the Israel Peace Council’s obsession with Pa- 
lestinian independence. Experience has taught them to be wary 
of the PLO. That may very well be the reason why some PLO 
leaders have decided that by baiting some bona fide Israeli 
Zionists they could counter the estrangement of their supposed 
Arab patrons.

Labour hawks silent 


SHA’AMM (Po&lel Agudat Yisrael) 
finds evidence of a marked trend in 
the Labour Party towards a consen- 
sus for withdrawal from Judea and# 
Samaria, with the doves gaining 
strength and Intensifying pressures, 
while the hawks are showing little 
resistance, tending to join the dovish 
camp. This is the picture that hag 
emerged from the discussions and 
declarations of Labour leaders over 
the past few days. While the doves, 
led by the external spearhead of 
Mapam. openly and plainly call for 
territorial concessions In order to 
‘buy" peace, the hawks have failed to 
come out with an effective response. 
HA’ARETZ (independent! , referring 
to Matti Peled's reports of his 
meetings with PLO representatives 
in Paris and his claim that they 
agreed to accept the manifesto of the 
Israeli Council for Israeli- 
Palestinian peace as a basis for 
negotiations, comments: “Such 
agreement does not tally with the 
resolutions passed by the PLO ex- 
ecutive committee only a fortnight 
ago in Damascus, calling for the es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state 
'on the national sail of the Palesti- 
nian Arabs' — l.e. far beyond the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. While 
the representatives* met by Matti 
Peled agreed to such a state of

Lip-service to integration 


AN EDUCATIONAL, .drama is 
currently taking place in Jerusalem. 
For the first time, parents 
decided to go on strike and not send 
their children to several state 
religious schools in the capital. They 
did this not because they wanted 
appropriate school buildings, or cen- 
tral heating in the classrooms during 
the winter, but simply because they 
were worried about the quality of 
education their children are getting. 

The educational standards In these 
schools are being seriously under- 
mined as a result of the contradic- 
tory policies Implemented by the 
various education authorities (the 
Municipality, on the one hand, and 
the Ministry of Education on the 
other). The situation has reached the 
stage where parents have no choice 
but to go on strike, and to 
demonstrate In order to present their 
Just cause to the public through the 
media. 

In Jerusalem, as In many other 
places In Israel, integration and 
reform In the education system is not 
taken seriously. The authorities are 
supposedly striving for genuine in- 
tegration between children from 
affluent families and children who 
belong to the disadvantaged strata 
of Israeli society. However, the 
same' authorities ore also doing 
everything In order to defeat this 
goal.

In order for thu integration to be 
successful, & certain ratio must be 
m ain ta ine d between the two groups. 
Educationalists agree unanimously 
that the ratio should be 80:40 in 
favour of the "affluent," or at least 
50:30. These figures are accepted by 
many religious parents who not only 
feel responsible for their children's 
education but are also showing civic 
and national responsibility for the 
future of Israeli society. 

WHAT HAVE the education 
authorities done? As a result of their 
own policies, they have authorized 
the opening of "private schools” in 
which most of the children belong to 
“blue-blooded” families. What is 
even more difficult to accept, 
however, Is that the budget for these 
schools, as for all other schools, 
comes from the ordinary tax-payer. 

As a result of the legitimation of 
these "private" schools by the 
authorities, a growing number of 
affluent parents ore sending their 
children to them, while the state 
religious schools are practically 
abandoned and attended mostly by 
“disadvantaged” pupils. This makes 


a complete nonsense of the principle 
of integration and the price we shall 
all pay will be a heavy one. 

THE National Religious Party, 
which is supposed to take care of 
religious education In Israel, should 
have opposed this policy. But narrow 
and immediate party considerations 
rather than educational and long- 
range national Interests, guide its 
policy — a policy designed to curry 
favour with the narrow circle of 
parents who send their children to 
private schools. It appears also that 
officials in the Municipality and in 
the Education Ministry feel that they 
don't have to be more Catholic than 
the Pope, namely the NRF, and have 
done nothing to prevent this erosion. 

So it is up to the parents of children 
in state religious schools, and the 
principals and the teachers in these 
schools, to do their best, despite the 
obstacles in their way. to promote 
genuine integration for the sake of 
our future generations. 

What they ask Is that once their 
children enter the "intermediate 
division.” the ratio between the ad- 
vantaged and the disadvantaged 
should be maintained as far as possi- 
ble. Only in this way will Israeli 
children get an appropriate educa- 
tion and grow up to be the sons of one 
united nation.

THE BIGHT TO BAIL 


Keeping British MPs honest 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — As one who practised law In 
the United States, i find the deci- 
sion denying Asher Yadlin ball 
shocking. 

The ostensible reason for the rul- 
ing is that, if released, Yadlin would 
have access to persons whom he 
may influence In his favour. 

When the State drew ‘up the 
charges against Yadlin, it must have 
had what. In its judgement, was 
evidence sufficient to warrant con- 
viction. Presumably, this evidence 
included the statements of persons 
the State will call as witnesses. The 
fear that Yadlin would try to in- 
fluence these people is groundless, 
for Yadlin must be given credit for 
knowing that no court would give 
credence to a witness who retracted 
or contradicted testimony he had 
offered during the investigatory 
stage . If the fear Is that Yadlin would 
influence people unknown to the In- 
vestigating authorities, the answer 


is twofold: one, if he influences them 
to tell the truth, that is his legal 
right: two, if it is legitimate to detain 
a person because of the fear that he 
will Influence people to offer false 
testimony, the State could abolish 
the right to bail with impunity, for 
this possibility exists in every case. 

The question I ask is: What feeling 
of inferiority has gripped the State to 
imply that it could not outwit Yadlin 
in the event the conduct of his 
defence would show that he took ad- 
vantage of his freedom while out on 
ball to build up a defence to which he 
Is not entitled? 

What disturbs me above all and 
what goes to the very heart of the 
right to ball is: Suppose Yadlin even- 
tually proves his innocence. How will 
he be compensated for the depriva- 
tion of his liberty and for being 
denied the society of his family and 
friends while awaiting trial?

preparation of the stamps is called 
"The Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem — The Israel Exploration 
Society — Archaeological Ex- 
cavations in Jerusalem" and a more 
expert Institution would be hard to 
find. It is therefore difficult to figure 
out who Is complaining about whom.

“THE OFFER of money, or other 
advantage, to a Member of Parlia- 
ment for the promoting of any 
matter whatsoever depending or to 
be transacted in Parliament is a high 
crime and misdemeanour.” This 
resolution of the House of Commons 
In May. 1695, remains the basis of the 
required integrity of MPs. ' 

Not long ago, an outspoken young 
Labour MP (since appointed a 
“Whip”) alleged that a number of 
Members had surrendered their 
freedom of action to outside bodies In 
return for money. This allegation 
was referred to the MPs own dis- 
ciplinary body, the Committee of 
Privileges. They said: "Conduct 
such as Mr. Ashton alleged would 
itself amount to most grave con- 
tempt of the House. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasised that one of the 
most serious of Parliamentary 
offences Is for Members to accept 
pecuniary or other reward in return 
for binding the freedom of their 
Parliamentary activities. Whilst 
Members may accept reward for ad- 
vising outside bodies, there must be 
no condition, express or implied, that 
In return for that reward they will 
act in any particular way which 
would remove their Parliamentary 
independence." 

Mr. Ashton withdrew his com- 
ments. But the argument rumbles 
on. In a system in which MPs are 
poorly paid, how far could or should 
they earn money through outside ac- 
tivities — connected or unconnected 
with their Parliamentary work? 

The average British MP looks 
after some 90,000 people. If he is 
lucky, he has a small room in ornear 
Parliament buildings — but this Is 
probably shared with at least 'one 
colleague. The same goes for his 
secretary. 

For the last six years, I have done 
most of my Parliamentary work in a 
basement corridor in the “Interview 
Floor" — where rooms are set aside 
for MPs to interview constituents. 
Now even this dungeon haven is' in 
the process of being converted Into 
secretaries' accommodation.

AS FOR PAY. we get in the region of 
£8,000 per year. Including expenses 

— for secretaries, travel, overnight 
expenses' and the lot. To our Knesset 
friends, this may sound like a fortune. 
But they are not expected to deal 
with the individual problems of their 
constituents, because they have none 
(no constituents, that Is). I get 40 to 
50 letters a day, all of which must be 
answered — and almost my entire 
Parliamentary salary is spent on my 
Parliamentary work. 

Never mind. As a Queen's Counsel, 
a writer, a lecturer and broadcaster 
I can manage nicely. Colleagues who 
have to live on their Parliamentary 
salaries (and there are many of 
them) have a very rough time. Some 
are lucky and live in or near London 

— but (literally) hundreds of others 
have to maintain two homes — one 
near Parliament, the other in their 
constituencies — or else make do 
with London lodgings. 

A couple of weeks ago. we were 
“lobbied" by policemen, seeking 
higher pay — probably in breach of 
the current pay code, restricting 
change. They pointed out the danger 
of an underpaid police force — of of- 
ficers unable to pay their bills. The 
same argument could theoretically 
be applied to MPs. 

In practice, I regard British 
Parliamentarians as among the 
moat upright, energetic and devoted 
people I have ever known. In the 
main, they have anyway little or no 
power to bring contracts to those 
who need them. Not only would they 
not accept bribes but they are not 
worth bribing. 

POLITICAL INFLUENCE la 
another matter. Inevitably, MPs do 
have “interests" and these must be 
declared. Anyone who makes a 
speech on any matter in which he 
may be financially Involved is bound 
to say so. 


How do you find out if an interest jj 
kept quiet? Suppose, for instance, 
that an MP is “consultant” to as 
Arab Government's British pubfic’ 
relations outfit — how would anyone 
know?

Hers is the only known 
case of a person managing to get out 
alive, just before the actual gassing. 

The inscription on the memorial 
plaque reads: “In memory of the 
Jewish congregation of Wanne- 
Elckel and of the Jewish citizens of 
this town who fell victim to Nazi 
tyranny in the years between 1933 
and 1945.” j. L.

BROTHER John Koczka has just 
finished reading “90 Minutes at 
Entebbe,” that “dramatic account 
of the raw courage and astonishing 
spirit of sacrifice" of Israeli 
soldiers. He adds: “Long live the Na- 
tion of Israel and Its unflinching 
resolve to exist against whatever the 
threat. In the community of free 
nations.” 

This newspaper received many 
such enthusiastic letters in the wake 
of the Entebbe rescue mission. What 
makes this particular letter different 
Is that it comes from Kenya. 

Brother John is the coordinator of 
a project called "R.O.P.E”. an 
acronym standing for “Reach out 


to People Everywhere." Its aim Is to 
give a Ken)’ an girl whose family is 
too poor to afford school fees "the 
chance to be educated through high 
school and to grow into a confident, 
enlightened and mature African 
woman.” 

Brother John writes: "If the 
Entebbe incident taught anything, it 
was the need for cooperation and 
willingness to sacrifice and even die 
if a human life is worth living." He 
believes that Kenya and Israel are 
alike in many ways: young, strug- 
gling. willing to sacrifice and deter- 
mined to be free, and he feels that 
R.O.P.E. is “one small way to bring 
the two peoples more together and at 
the same time help a young person In 
need." 

He ends his letter with the word 
“Shalom." ^ 

THE ONLY decoration on the mar- 
ble walls inside the VIP entrance to 
the Prime Minister's office In 
Jerusalem is a poster with 
newspaper headlines announcing the 
rescue at Entebbe. Is it meant to 
reminf the denizens of those cor- 
ridors of power — in these times of 
disunity and Government crisis — of 
the triumph and glory of last July? 

But a closer look at the poster 
reveals a sentence printed in red 
over the headlines: “The secret of 
success Is the success of the secret." 
The message, which comes from the 
Premier's security officer, means, 
of course, that Entebbe rescues are 
possible only if there are no leaks. A 
source informs us that another copy 
has been displayed near the toilet In 
the Prime Minister's bureau. It 
might be a good Idea to tack one up 
in the Cabinet room as well.
